tie of his ſeruant : fo; ſuck and ſuch like matters, to put bp all maſtcrs, 
and ſwallow griefe ſo in my th2oat, that it is ready tochoake mc in tho 
going downe : Is it poſſible to doe all this, that you could be, J, and not 
be Angrie ? x 
Fern. Pes, very well: fox p2ofit is ſo pleaſing, that it puts cut a great 
many ill thoughts that would trouble a man that hath no wit;ard toꝛ ho- 
neſty,it is a good thing I muſt confeTe: Vunt if a man be not tozre rich, 
and keepes himſelfe ſo, hee thall gaine little by ſimpliſitie: and therefoze 
as I ſaid, where paticnce baings p205t, I ſay ſtill, beate with ponr fog. 
tune, and be not Angry, Lut leauing to tatke moze of female dil. 
contentments, let mee (ay this: That I being a man of ſufficiencie to 
ſupply the Office of a good place, bozne of a Noble houſe. ned vp in all 
conrſes requi ĩte foꝛ a Centleman haue trauelled diuers countries, ſa ne 
much of the woꝛld by ſea and land: and thzough want of my fathers diſ⸗ 
cretion , not left ſo god a poztion as may maintaine my reputation, 
withont ſome better matter then mine owne eſtate , and dz iuen foz my

Fab. And pet J lay; I pray yoube not Angry: Fe, if pon had ſa 
much of the grace of God, as to make vou rather leave the hope ol pꝛefer⸗ 
ment, then peeld to an ill iuplopment, no doubt but either your pꝛiuate 
life will finde ſome ſecret contentment, oz your patience will finde ſome⸗ 
where aduancement of your vertues: and therefoze rather be topfull of 
Gods bicſſing, then impatient with your foztune ; and thinke not amiſſe 
that J ſap, I pray you be not Angry. But to requite you; Sap that A 
hauing mozemouey in inp purſe then a wife man would part with, but 
bpon the better reckoning, Could be perſwaded to play the bſurer, and 
ſo with little reward to make my money multiply, s by the cunning woz-

matter; to looſe a wench, it is a thouſand mens foztune : and therekoze 
ſince ſhe was ſo fickle to truſt to, think her better loſt then kound: and foz 
him, get pour golden ſewels your monep from him, and let him walke 
with his wicked honſeholo-ftuffe:and let me tell yonof a diſcontentment 
of minde.

dation fo his diſcretion,as inertaſ g much my offectien, mate mee (as 
q thought) vpon good iudgement , make him a great ſubicu of wy cons 
tenement; in bzieſe , I fingledhim ont of company , to mate him wp 
tompanic n, foke tim into my houſe, beſtowed bountifully vpon him, let 
him not want any thing that was na dlull ſoz dim: my table ta dine at, a 
faire chamber ſoꝛ his lodging, rca t ſometime made him my bedfellow, 
furncd dim with moncy,tozſe, apparc ll, beokes, aud credit 03 what- 
ſocucr he wonld demaund: pra, and in mine abſence truſted tim with the 
gouernyent cf my whole houſe ; till my faucur bird in bis folly that, 
at the firſt Jſaw not, ſuch a pzeſumption of his owne wozthineLe, 
as I liked not, when controulling cuen wy ſelſe fo2 a trifle, himſelfe to 
blame in the (elſe ſamc nature foz agreater matter,thinking all to littis 
that was done fo2 him, ar d b2ging moze then was merte foz him: at laſt 
not able to ſuppꝛeſſe the venc me of his paide, till his hart made tis head 
ſwell as bigge as a cods head in recompence of all my kindneTe, playes 
falſe with my ſcruant matte, ſteales away my eldeſt daughter, robs my 
toter s, troubles mp conſcience, crackes my credit, befooles wp wit, and 
doth what hee map to ſceke the ruine of my tate ; Is it poſſible that a 
man could thinke of ſuch a villaine, and not be Angric z 
Fern. Pea bery well; and I ſap bnto you: I pray j ou be nt Angry? 
Foz, dul Enanes will be Knaves ; anda man had ncede tate a buſbe1!

wozlding,and out of the ſimplicitie of your honeſty, thinking hun to bee
